My dearest Emma, Your letter of yesterday naturally called forth 
all those finer feelings of the soul which none but those who regard 
each other as you and I do can conceive, although I am not able to 
write so well and so forcibly mark my feelings as you can, yet I am 
sure I feel all the affection which is possible for man to feel towards 
Woman and such a Woman. 

Not one moment I have to myself and my business is endless, at 
noon I set off for Faversham to arrange the Sea fensibles on that part 
of the Coast, at 9 o’clock I expect to be at Deal to arrange with Adm. 
Lutwidge various matters, and to-morrow evening or next day morn- 
ing to sail for the Coast of France that I may judge from my own eye 
and not from those of others. Be where I may, you are always 
present to my thoughts, not another thing except the duty I owe 
my Country can interfere with you, you absorb my whole soul, etc. 


This letter, written when Nelson was about to sail for the 
coast of France to inspect the preparations Napoleon was 
making to invade England, is apparently unpublished. It 
appears neither in the “ Nelson Despatches and Letters,” the

stance : in w) case as a good housewife she would certainly continue 
those operations in w) she was so charmingly employed when Werthier 
first beheld her.

This 
Letter is published in vol. IV of “ Scott Douglas’ Edition of 
Burns,” but the verses are not included : 


Madam, 

Permit me to present you with the inclosed Song as a small tho’ 
grateful tribute for the honor of your acquaintance. I have in these 
verses attempted some faint sketches of your Portrait in the unem- 
bellished simple manner of descriptive Truth. Flattery I leave to 
your Lovers; whose exaggerating Fancies may make them imagine 
you still nearer, if possible, to perfection than you really are. 

Poets, Madam, of all mankind, feel most forcibly the powers of 
Beauty ; as if they are really Poets of Nature’s making, their feelings 
must be finer, and their taste more delicate than most of the world. 
In the chearful bloom of Spring, in the pensive mildness of Autumn, 
the grandeur of Summer, or the hoary majesty of Winter, the Poet 
feels a charm unknown to the rest of his species : even the sight of a 
fine flower, or the company of a fine Woman (by far the finest part of 
God’s works below) have sensations for the Poetic heart that the Herd 
of Man are strangers to, etc. 


The Verses consist of six 4-line stanzas with eae the 
first stanza reading :

482 CARLYLE FAmity. A most interesting Series of Twenty-one 


Autograph Letters, almost all addressed to Thomas Carlyle, 
including Letter to,'T. Carlyle from his father, 1816; Two 
Letters from William Swan to the same, engaging him as 
teacher in the school at Kirkcaldy, 1816; Letter to the same 


-from his brother John, 1818; and Two Letters (on one 


sheet) from John and Alexander, 1818; Letter from his 
sister Margaret, 1812. ‘T'welve long and most interesting 
Letters from Jane Welch, comprising four to Carlyle, 1825-6 ; 
Two Letters to John Carlyle, 1825-6, and Six Letters, 
when Mrs. Carlyle, to her husband, 1831; also Two Letters 
to Thomas from Alexander Carlyle, 1831-2, and a Letter 
from Samuel Smiles to F. Martin relating to the descent of 
Jane Welch from John Knox, 1876 


The entire Correspondence covers about 70 pp. folio and 4to. 
All the letters are of an interesting character, but their im- 
portance naturally centres with those from Jane Welch both 
before and after her marriage. Writing from Haddington 
on April 4, 1825, she playfully begins her letter : 


Well, young Gentleman, you are coming a# last you say. After so 
many disappointments may I depend on you? Really you do well to 
extol my miraculous gift of patience—if I had merely an ordinary 
share of it I should certainly have said good by to you for keepingme - 
so long in this uncomfortable state of expectation. But you are 
coming at last. Would to Heaven that you were already come ! 


Another fine letter, Craigoputta (sic), 25 August, 1831, 
commences: 


My foot is on my native heath and my name’s Macgregor! And 
now, dear Love, I can breathe again and think and feel and write. 
Well, it is an invaluable privilege to have a house of one’s own—to be 
entitled to take a rank in society tho’ it were even below the craziest 
sort of gig. Robert Barker said one day, naively enough, when I had 
been skipping all his remarks and sparing myself the fatigue of. 
answering, ‘‘ What does ail you? At Craigenputtock she is the 
brightest, most delightful creature in the world—and here always 
sullen and miserable looking.”  ‘‘It is a pity it should be so,” said 
my Mother, with much emphasis and tossing. ‘* Fortunate rather,” 
I coolly replied, It is surely fortunate that I produce the pleasantest 
impression in the place where I oftenest am and where it is my duty 
to be.
